After two years of separation Snyder 
had returned to try to persuade his wife to 
follow him to California, where he was going 
at the end of the week.

Snyder apparently was 
overjoyed. 

According to Mrs. Lizzie Nickolaus, a 
widow, with whom Mrs. Snyder boarded, the 
man slept most of the afternoon. There 
were no evidences the slightest disagree- 
ment between the two. Shortly before 6 
o’clock Mrs. Nickolaus, who was in the kitch- 
en in the rear of the house, was startled by 
the sound of three shots, two in quick suc- 
cession, then a third. She ran toward the 
front of the house along the hall afterwards 
traversed by Mrs. Snyder and looked through 
the half-open door of the Snyder room. 

Snyder was lying against the trunk on the 
east side of the room. Without waiting to 
investigate further the woman ran scream- 
ing toward the kitchen and across the back 
of the house to Policeman John Leonard’s 
flat.

DETLOFF’S DEATH A MYSTERY. 


Testimony of Witnesses 
Causes Deputy Coroner Senff to Con- 
tinue Inquest Today. 


Deputy Coroner Senff will today investi- 
gate the circumstances which surround the 
death of Charles Detloff, the old musician, 
who was found on Monday morning in his 
room in the rear of 56 Rees street with a 
bullet hole in his left temple. The confliet- 
ing testimony at the inquest on Monday 
afternoon aroused the Coroner’s suspicion, 
and he continued the hearing until 2 o’clock 
today, when all the witnesse; in the case will 
be heard. 

Inspector Heidelmeier has taken charge 
of the case. Last night he requested George 
Corbett, Detloff’s son-in-law, to call at his 
office, and they talked about the case for 
nearly an hour. Corbett livés in a build- 
ing in front of the cottage which his father- 


night to give any information to Detectives

“We will say nothing,” he said. “ We 
have made our statements to the Coroner, 
and will answer all questions asked by him.“ 

“ Detloff was found with a bullet. hole in 
his left temple,“ said Deputy Coroner Senff. 
There were no powder burns on his head 
near the wound, and we could not find any 
singed hair. The fact that a man like Det- 
loff, who was a musician and always used his 
right hand, should have shot himself in the 
— temple, and the mystery which seems to 

— the ownership of the revolver, 

ed to me to warrant a thorough police 
— .. and after hearing a few wit- 
nesses I postponed the inquest to give the 
police a chance to look into the case. I 
make no charges against any person, but 
want to do my duty.” 

The revolver found in Detloff's lap was 
identified by Detective Albert Bock of the 
Halsted Street Police Station as one which 
he lost in the Criminal Court Building two 
years ago. The police have been unable to 
learn how Detloff came into possession of the 
weapon. At the inquest Mrs. Corbett testi- 
fied that the revolver belonged to her father. 
Later the police learned she had told neigh- 
bors that her father owned a revolver, but 
not the one found in his lap. Mrs. Detloff 
testified that on Friday her father had given 
his papers, his watch, and $54 to her, saying 
he wanted her to have these effects in case 
something happened to him. 

Mystery surrounds the finding of the dead 
body of John F. Poal, a young mechanic, on 
the sidewalk at Sawyer and West Chicago 
avenues early yesterday. There was a bullet 
wound on the right side of the forehead, but 
a search by the police failed to find a re- 
volver. The absence of the revolver is ex- 
plained by the police in several ways. They 
argue that the body might have been discov- 
ered by some unscrupulous person who took 
the weapon. Another theory is that Poal 
shot himself while at some distant point in 
the city and then started for a hospital, but 
became weak and sank to the sidewalk, 
dying from loss of blood. 

The body was found by workingmen going 
to their employment. The affair had every 
appearance of being a murder, and the police 
at the West Lake and Forty-third Avenue 
Station were notified. The body was taken 
to the County Morgue, and there a search re- 
sulted in the finding of letters which spoke of 
Poal's intention to commit suicide and asking 
May Daniels, 531 West Madison street, to 
join him. The evidence submitted by the 
police at the Coroner’s inquest and the letters 
written by Poal convinced the j that he 
had ended his own life, and a ct of sui- 
cide was returned.

His oniy 
other known relative was his brother, who 
was his constant companion and who was 
with him at the time of his death.

Mme. Sarah ‘Bernhardt and M. Constant 
Coquelin are dividing this week in New York 
between La Tösda and La Dame aux 
Came llas.“ The appearance ef the actress 
on Monday night in her 8 Sardou 
melodrama was regarded with much ihterest 
as the instrument of showing how deeply the 
years had registered their marks upon her. 

oquelin’s assumption of the role of the 
villainous Scarpia also added curiosity to the 
event. 

Evidently time is not able to wrest force- 
fulness of yoice and agility of body from the 
actress. The New York newspapers which 
arrived yesterday contaihed articles unani- 
mous in the assertion that the old vigor was 
not impaired. The outcome seems to have 
been surprising to the writers, some of whom 
have hinted at the absence of the illusion of 
boyishness in L'Aiglon and of young 
womanhood in Roxane in Cyrano de Ber- 
gerac.“ Coquelin is credited with intelligence 
in the portrayal of Scarpia, though the light- 
ness of the comedian appears to have been 4 
little at odds with the heaviness of the part. 

Sarah Bernhardt takes up the title role,“ 
stated the Times, with positively no lessen- 
ing of power or grace. Pictorially and dra- 
matically this portrayal is as fine as it ever 
was. The novelty in the performance was 
the appearance of Coquelin in the role of 
Scarpia, the arch-villain. Coquelin’s concep- 
tion of Scarpia is not that of a brute pos- 
sessed merely of a low orderofcunning. He 
depicts him as a man of quick intellectual 
habit and refinement, with a Machiavellian 
sudvity; arellow full of deyice and assurance, 
immovable in his purpose and not without @ 
hint bf humor. It matters little whether 
thus or is not Sardou’s Scarpia. In brief, 
Céquelin endows the monster with human at- 
tributes and makes no pretense of asking 
Sardou’s consent.“ 
Mme. Bernhardt’s La Tosca,” said the 
Herald, was as vivid as when she gave an 
American audience the first view of herself in 
the réle. M. Coquelin was equal to his villain 
in all.but looks. His Scarpia was endowed 
with crafty, insidious unctuousness, cruel 
sangfroid, and with repulsive sensuousness. 
The actor shared the curtain calls with Mme. 
Bernhardt.“ 

“ There is nothing like the good old Sardou 
melodrama for Sarah.“ wrote the Journal’s 
reviewer. ‘‘ Her art still runs to infuriated 
femininity in which all the passions are 
churned together. All through the cyclonic 
moments of ‘ La Tosca’ she went at her task 
with an abandon that was marvelous. How 
does she accomplish it? How can she keep 
doing it? M. Coquelin was not a particu- 
larly interesting Scarpia. He is essentially 
a comedian and could not have felt much at 
home in the mock-melodramatic role.“

TO CONTROL FLOW IN RIVER. 
Ossian Guthrie Offers Before Western 


Society of Engineers Scheme for 
| Gates to Canal. 


Plans for a controlling works at the Chi- 
cago end of the drainage canal offered by 
Ossian Guthrie before the Western Society 
of Engineers in the Monadnock Building 
last night became the subject of a sharp dis- 
cussion, 
plate the erection of a system of gates by 
which the flow of the canal could be regulat- 
ed and checked tmmediately in case of ne- 
cessity. | 

Engineer James A. Seddon, who Is assist- 
ant to United States Engineer Willard, 
doubted the practicability of the plans, and 
advocated the erection of a safety lock with 
a movable dam and a bypass. 

The plans proposed by Engineer Guthrie 
provide for the erection of controlling works 
at the junction of the canal and the riverfor 
the maintaining of a uniform current, and to 
afford immediate relief to vessels jammed 
across the river or stranded on the tunnels, 
at a cost of $200,000. They are designed 
withstand a head of sixteen feet for each 
gate, they being so arranged that they form 
a lock. Each gate swings on a vertical axis. 
The channel requirements are to allow a 
flow of 600,000 feet a minute when the works 
are open, and to provide for a cross section 
183.25 feet wide on the bottom, a depth of 
water of 24.5 feet with the lake at datum. 
Engineer Seddon maintained that if the 
gates were closed to relieve a vessel which 
had become jammed under normal condi- 
tions, after the vessel_had been relieved 
any sudden removal or opening of the gates 
would immediately produce conditions more 
unfavorable for navigation than before the 
gates were closed.

Proves Even More Charming than

Mrs. Dodd has eyes, sentiment, humor, and 
a facile pen, all of which are stimulated by 
Normandy and things n until not one 
line she writes is dull.

A. Maynard Barbour, in his story entitled 
“That Mainwaring Affair’ (Lippincott), 
*“out-Conans Doyle,” but the reader will 
doubtiess understand what is meant. The 
tale is similar to many of the Sherlock 
Holmes stories in that it deals with the mys- 
terious murder of a wealthy man and the cir- 
cumstantial: guilt of a dozen or more claim- 
ants for his fortune, but the reader is kept 
guessing ’’ even more hopelessly than he is 
in most of Doyle’s plots.

The next morning he is found dead, shot ap- 
parently with his own revolver, which lies 
near him. Who committed the crime? His 
housekeeper is known to have had hold upon 
him in some way, for although he had hated 
her as vigorously as she had him he could not 
discharge her. At the inquest this woman 
claims to be Ris legally wedded wife and de- 
mands his property on behalf of a young man 
who she claims is their son. The hero of 
the story is Mr. Mainwaring’s secretary, who 
proves to be the son of the disinherited 
brother, and who complicates matters by 


‘bringing forward a will which his grand- 


father had made just before dying, which re- 
stores the elder brother to his birthright. 

With these ingredients, flavored with ro- 
mance and spiced with the exploits of two de- 
tectives of rare powers, a repast is set before 
the reader which is so attractive that he will 
not leave it until the end is reached. 

It is a thrilling story of crime and intrigue, 
entirely free from brutality of thought or 
coargeness of expression. The author has 
fine command of language and the faculty of 
leaving just enough unsaid to keep interest 
at the * pitch. |

It is difficult as yet to speculate on the 
causes which may have led the unfortunate 
woman to take her own life, and I would

of his novels, notably in Conningsby.”’ Lord 
Beaconsfield also made the Duke a Cabinet 
Minister, a rank which he would never have 
attained had it not been for the will of 
his former protégé. For“ Johnny ners, 


as he used to be called, although the soul of 


honor and chivairy, and a particularly fine 
type of the high-bred English aristocrat, has 
never shone by his cleverness. 

Lady Catherine Manners, by the way, de- 
came a convert to the Roman Catholic 
Church only a few weeks ago, being received 
into the latter at the oratory at Brumpton, 
which, it may be remembered, was founded 
by the Duke’s old Oxford friend who died 
as Father Faber, and it is just possible that 
her suicide may have been brought about by 
a melancholia due to the sorrow which her 
desertion of the Church of England cannot 
fail to have caused to her narrow-minded old 
father. 

The Duke's eldest son and heir and the lat- 
ter’s wife are among the best known and most 
conspicuous members in London society, in 
which they figure as the Marquis and Mar- 
chioness of Granby, although Lord Granby 
sits in the House of Lords under the name 
of Lord Manners of Haddon. He is one of the 
greatest living authorities on English birds 
and on iy fishing, and spent many years as 
private secretary to Lord Salisbury, a posi- 
tion in which, owing to his own invariable 
courtesy and the brusquerie of his chief, he 
won for himself the nickname of, “ Salis- 
bury’s Manners.” He is a tall, broad-shoul- 
dered man, with a crop of gray hair and a 
mustache, and short gray beard trimmed to 
a point. His eyes are dark, with a gleam of 
fun and humor in them, and he has rather 
small, well-cut features. Lady Granby, the 


future Duchess of Rutland, is delicate and | 


fragile looking, pale of faceas a Burne 
Jonesian beauty, with gray-blue eyes and a 
quantity of fair hair. Her dress is always 
strongly favored with medievalism, which 
suits her individual style quite well. Her 
chosen friends are the ultra exclusive 
Duchess of Fortland, Mrs. Beerbohm Tree, 
the actress, and, in particular, Princess 
Henry of Battenberg. 

Lady Granby lost her mother when a child, 
and owing to this, as well as to the fact that 
her father, Colonel Charles Lindsay, was one 


of the gentlemen-in-waiting to the Queen, 


she spent much of her life as a young girl at 
court, becoming a great friend both of the 
Queen and of the Princess Beatrice. She is 
a wonderfully clever artist, and although not 
so gifted with the brush is nevertheless so 
successful with her pencil and crayon that 
her pencil and crayon portraits are regarded 
even by professional artists in Europe as un- 
rivaled. 

The Marchioness will as Duchess not only 
become mistress of Belvoir Castle, which is 
one of the finest country seats in England, 
bearing a striking resemblance to Windsor 
Castle, but will likewise come into possession 
of some superb plate, and above all some 
famous jewels. The plate, as well as the 
jewels, were a few years ago the subject ofa 
cause célébre,’’ owing to the refusal of the 
late Lady Miles to surrender them to the 
present Duke. His brother and predecessor 
in the peerage, after the Queen had forbidden 
his marriage to Princess Mary of Cambridge, 
Duchess of Teck, with whom he was deeply in 
love, and to whom he had plighted his troth, 
became infatuated towards the close of his 
lonely life by the charms of Lady Miles, 
who figured so conspicuously in the Lord and 
Lady Colin- Campbell divorce case. The asso- 
ciation of the Duke and the woman, who 
was the wife of Sir Philip Miles, gave rise to 
a good deal of unpleasant gossip during the 
lifetime of the old peer. But the matter de- 
veloped into a public scandal when after his 
demise it was found that he had bequeathed 
to her his yacht, as well as every available 
stick of property not strictly entailed. Nor 
was this all. It was discovered that she had 
in her possession all the celebrated family 
jewels of the ducal house of Rutland, as well 
as the gold and silver plate adorned with 
the ducal arms. These she declined to sur- 
render to the present Duke until forced by 
law. 

— 

Comprised among this family plate is a 
punch bow! of silver gilt made for the ninth 
Karl, and holding as much as an ordinary 
bath, and there is also a silver and agate 
christening ewer dated 1579. King James I., 
King Charles I., and King George I. have all 
in turn visited Belvoir Castle, and some of 
the glant oaks of the park must have already 
reached maturity when King James I. wit- 
nessed Ben Jonson’s mask of The Meta- 
morphosed Gypsies at Belvoir. 

The castle stands on a sort of steep spur, 
and from its terraces commands an infinitely 
finer and more extensive view than can be 
obtained from Windsor Castle. The picture 
gallery at Belvoir is full of splendid speci- 
mens of the best works of Rubens, Rem- 
brandt, Correggio, Veronese, and Teniers, 
while among more modern masterpieces are 
some of the best works of Turner. The in- 
terior of the castle as now constituted may 
be said to date from the beginning of the cen- 
tury, but the castle itself dates back in part 
to the reign of. King Henry VIII., and orig- 
inally formed part of the spoils of the church. 


GLAD TO HAVE TRAINING SHIP. 


Members of Illinois Naval Militia Are 
Pleased That the Dorothea 


‘Is Coming. 


Members of the Illinois Naval Militia were 
elated yesterday when they learned through 
dispatches from Washington that the Navy 
department had ordered the United States 
cruiser Dorothea dismantled at once and sent 
to Chicago for use as a training ship by the 
Naval Militia. The cruiser Dorothea was 
built in 1897, and is comparatively a new 
boat. It is 182 feet long, 23 feet wide, witha 
draft of 11 feet 5% inches, and rates 504 tons. 
It is a schooner-rigged screw steamer, and 
has a speed of 15.58 knots an hour. Ten six- 
pound guns form its equipment. Before the 
boat can be brought into the great lakes the 
consent of England will have to be sec 
as the passage of warships through the St. 
Lawrence River is in violation of the treaty 
with Great Britain. Commander W. J. Wil- 
son of the first ship’s crew of the Dlinois 
Naval Militia said: 

We have been working for several years 
to have the government assign a warship for 
use In training on the great lakes. The boat 
selected by the Navy department is excel- 
lently suited to our needs. This will enable 
us to instruct the men in the practical phases 
of naval warfare and give them just the ex- 
perience they most ne 

The Dorothea is one of the stanchest little 
warships of the auxiliary navy. It is a 
“converted” cruiser—one of the ships bought 
by the government during the war with 
Spain. It was used at that time to patrol the 
Florida coast, and was useful to Admiral 
Sampson in the vicinity of Key West. It 
used to be a fast — yacht.

GENERAL CONCILIATION COMMITTEE. 

On Tuesday evening the arbitration con- 
ference adopted resolutions appealing for 
„greater sobriety of judgment” concern- 
ing the broad subject of labor controversies, 
and reciting the timeliness, at the merg- 
ing of one century into another, of a pro- 
nounced and general movement in the inter- 
est of “ tranquillity in the industrial world.” 
To this end it was accordingly recom- 
mended (1) “That employers and wage 
earners should enter into annual or semi- 
annual agreements,” (2) That all indus 
tries in the United States should establish 
boards of conciliation to which all dif- 
ferences between employer and employé 
may be referred for settlement,” and (3) that 
the chairman should appoint a committee 


ployés, to formulate “some plan of action 
looking to the establishment of a general 
system of conciliation that will promote 
industrial peace.” Emphasis was also laid 
upon the fact that “the proper time to 
arbitrate is not after a strike or lockout 
has been inaugurated but before it has 
begun.” The committee was appointed and 
A. C. Bartlett of this city was made chair- 
man. 

The resolutions are conspicuous for their 
failure to refer to organization, both of 
employers and employés, as a prerequisite 
for voluntary arbitration. That such or- 
ganization, however, at least on the part 
of labor, is‘a condition precedent to any 
conciliation or arbitration proceedings was 
emphasized by the speakers throughout the 
conference, and the resolutions would have 
gained in dignity if they had contained a 
distinct declaration on this point. Still, 
taken as a Whole, they give forcible expres- 
sion to a widespread conviction that prudent 
and peaceful instead of destructive and 
militant methods of resolving labor dis- 
putes should and can be brought to prevail 
to a degree far beyond what is now realized 
and that a public movement to that end is 
eminently justified. 

This arbitration conference could scarce 
ly be styled in any proper sense a confer- 
ence, since there was no opportunity from 
beginning to end for expression from the 
floor. Neither was the committee which 
adopted these resolutions appointed by di- 
rection of the meeting, nor was there any 


‘being submitted and approved. Instead, the 
gathering was a striking instance of absolute 
management from one center—namely: the 
secretary of the National Civic federation. 
It was, however, the occasion for perhaps 
the most important discussion ever had in 
this country of the broad and urgent sub- 
ject of how to promote industrial peace. 


ONE LESS THUG IN CHICAGO. 

The killing of “ Red” Corbett by Police-« 
man Grady is in every respect a desirable 
event. Oorbett was a notorious and in- 
corrigible desperado, one of the worst of 
an unsavory gang. He had been repeated- 
ly caught red-handed in the commission 
of all sorts of crimes, from theft to at- 
tempted murder. He had just added an- 
other despicable act of highway robbery 
to his long list when his richly deserved 
fate overtook him. It was altogether bet- 
ter that he should die as he did at the hands 
of a deserving policeman than that he 
should have survived to inflict the expense 
of another trial upon the people and be 
sent to Joliet for another term. He would 
have come out of prison unreformed and 
ready for a further career of crime. 
The bravery of Policeman Grady in seiz- 
ing Corbett and his companion single-hand- 
ed cannot be too highly praised. He knew 
he was taking his own life in his hands 
when he did it, for this was not the first 
time Corbett had shown his readiness to 
kill any one who tried to capture him. When 
it became merely a question of which could 
kill the other first, the officer showed his 
quickness as well as his nerve, and Chi- 
cago was rid of one of its worst outlaws. 
It is fortunate that the tragedy took the 
turn it did. 

The summary fate of this rufflan may 
‘have a salutary effect on others of his class. 
The news of his death may be depended 
upon to travel to the remotest corners of 
Chicago crookdom and to be discussed in 
every dive and den. The lesson is one which 
the most obtuse and hardened thugs can 
understand, and it may make some of them 
feel a little less secure in planning further 
crimes to be committed in this city. If 
every policeman in Chicago were a Grady 
tHere would be fewer toughs and robbers 
plying their trade in dgrk streets and alley- 
ways. 


PINGREE’S LAST EXPLOIT. 

The approaching retirement from public 
office of Hazen S. Pingree, after more than 
ten years spent as Mayor of Detroit and 
Governor of Michigan, will take from poli- 
tics one of its most picturesque and spec- 
tacular figures. Since he was first elected 
Mayor, in 1889, he has rarely been out of 
the public eye for more than a few weeks 
at a time. Now he is apparently deter- 
mined that the last few months of his ad- 
ministration as Governor shall, like the 
expiring explosion of a skyrocket, illumi- 
nate the political horizon with a shower of 
sparks. 

Within two months he has called two 
epecial sessions of the State Legislature in 
the endeavor to force through that body 
some legislation which he was unable to 
secure at regular sessions. He has called 
down upon himself a storm of angry criti- 
cism by pardoning members of his official 
family who were sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary as self-confessed criminals. He 
has sent to the State Senate a most remarka- 
ble invitation to attend a farewell banquet 
in the Statehouse. He has given such a 
banquet in the hall of the Lower House of 
the State Legislature and has taken ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to insult and 
defy the Supreme Court and the Senate 
of the State. Finally, as a climax, he has 
announced that hereafter he will act with 
the Democratic party instead of the Repub- 
lican, and has declared that people who 
think he is out of politics for good are badly 
mistaken, as he will proceed to show them. 
There are several days still left before the 
expiration of Governor Pingree’s term of 
office, and what he may do in that time no 
man fs bold enough to prophesy. . 

Not even the most bitter of Governor Pin- 
cree's enemies will deny that he is a man of 
great force of character, and that as Mayor 
and as Governor he has put through mea 
ures which benefited the city. and the State. 
A man of his disposition is irrepressible.

DEGREES IN HAZING. 

Public sentiment condemns hazing as 
practiced by college students, particularly 
vat West Point and other public institu- 
At the same time it must be ad- 
mitted that some of the practices familiar 
at the military academy—which is not de- 
signed as a school for young ladies, but is 
intended to turn out braye, hardy, modest, 
straightforward soldiers—while not sanc- 
tioned by law, do not deserve censure. 

Young boys come to West Point from all 
parts of the country. They are usually 
fresh from winning a competitive examina- 
tion and are naturally full of an exagger- 
ated sense of their own importance. In 
this feeling they are strengthened by the 
eulogistic comments of their local news- 
papers, which are accustomed to refer to 
“a bright boy, son of our well known citi- 
zen,” who wins the appointment to West 
Point oyer twenty competitors.” He “led 
his class at the high school and will doubt- 
less be one of our future Generals.” Under 
such headlines is printed a halt column 
eulogy, concluding with a stock reference to 
“his great ability and the bright future 
which opens before him.” 

The average boy of 18 or 20 going 
to West Point with such clippings 
pocket is not likely to be in the modest and 
receptive frame of mind which is necessary 
for progress in ‘his profession. It has al- 
| ways been one of the prerogatives of the 


When the idea of these “ non-partisar 
boards was first advanced it was quite at- 
tractive.

POLICE BOARDS ARE NOT DESIRABLE. 

| There ie to be submitted to the Legisla- 
ture a bill for local police boards for IIli- 
nois cities with more than 10,000 and less 
than 100,000 inhabitants.

PERSONALITY OF GENERAL DE WET 
{By Douglas Story in the London Daily Mall.] 
Of all the Boer leaders the personality of 

General Christian De Wet has seized most 

potently upon the British imagination. 

His daring coups, his sudden appearances 
and rapid disappearances, his ubiquity, and 
his unfailing success have appealed to the 
British love of sport, so that today De Wet 
occupies a place in the popular mind not far 
removed from that of Robin Hood and the’ 
more modern buccaneers. 

What is sport to the fox-hunting British 
is, however, deadly earnest to the Free State 
Commandant General. De Wet from the out- 
set has been a rabid anti-Britisher. In the 
final days of | 
negotia- 
tion, before 
the ultimatum 
was sent, he 
was omni- 
present in 
Pretoria. 

Time after 
time the ad- 
vocates of 
peace sought 72322 
to waylay the 
President, 
seeking to 
prevail with 
him against 
war. Always, 
De Wet was 
present— 
silent, unbend- 
ing, a stern 
opponent of 
concillia- 
tion.

ecutive Chamber, in the Presidency, De Wet 
was ever on guard, stiffening Paul Kruger's 
back, counseling young Smuts, appealing 
to Reitz’s patriotism, combating the argu- 


ments of the peace party. He was in these 
days as sleepless in his advocacy of war as 
he has since been energetic in his prosecution 
of hostilities. | 


— 

The war came, and De Wet speedily attest- 
ed the courage of his convictions. In the 
early Natal campaign he was the most dash- 
ing of Boer leaders, the most reliable in 
battle. In the great attack of Jan. 6 upon 
Ladysmith he and his burghers put up one 
of the most remarkable fights of the war. 
But it is in the Free State that De Wet's most 
startling contributions to the history of the 
war have been waged. 

The ideal Boer leader, De Wet was born 
on a farm and bred on a farm; he was 
brought up on the vast distances of the veldt, 
learning every intricacy of veldt lore, read- 
ing the signs of the plain as a European 
would read a military text book, and in- 
scribing in his memory every fold of the 
ground he passed over. 

Today the Free State to him !s an open book. 
He knows every road, every drift, every wa- 
tering place. More than once he has led his 
men on the darkest night to within 300 yards 
of the British encampment without one false 
step, and has posted them there in the posi- 
tion most suifable for an ambuscade when 
dawn should have delivered his enemy into 
his hands. | |

For the purpose of his warfare De Wet 
needs no heavy battalions. He dislikes a 
force exceeding 500; and the men he has with 
him are picked men—men of the soll, hunters 
every one of them, Boers who possess in a 
lesser degree the qualities that have made 
their leader. 

He speaks taal and nothing but taal, an“ 
he dislikes all obstacles that Interfere with 
his personal converse with his men. The 
foreigners who have so grievously retarded 
Louls Botha’s movements have had no place 
in the fying columns of De Wet. 

A man of middie age, middle height, and 
middle weight, De Wet is not a man either 
in bearing or appearance to attract attention. 
He wears a scrubby, short beard and a thick 
anustache,. His dress used to bea seedy black 
coat and a pair of striped trousers. Nothing 
anywhere to denote the General, the man 
who for months has defied the cleverest Gen- 
erals, the swiftest troops of the British army.

De Wet, as is now fairly well understood 
in this country, is an uneducated man, a 
peasant, a talker of taal, and a Boer in the 
true sense of the term. In the days when 
he had still a President and a war office, his 
dispatches were of the scantiest and of the 
least elucidatory value. 


GROVER CLEVELAND ON 
-DEMOCRACY’S PLIGHT. 


Former President Grover Cleveland con- 
tributes to this week’s issue of the Saturday 
Evening Post of Philadelphia an extended 
article on the plight of the Democracy, and 
the remedy. Mr. Cleveland begins by re- 
viewing the history of the party, and he 
disqusses its defeats since 1864 in detail. In 
taking up the question of the present condi- 
tions of the Democracy he says that the 
success of the party in 1892 was so decisive 
and overwhelming that a long continuance 
of its supremacy was anticipated. Then 
came “the fallacy of free silver and Pop- 
ulism.“ 

Mr. Cleveland proceeds as follows: 

“Thé culmination of Democratic woe was 
reached when its compact with these un- 
democratic forces was complete, and when 
our rank and file were summoned to do bat- 
tle under banners which bore strange sym- 
bols and were held aloft in unfamiliar hands. 
The result of such a betrayal was fore- 
doomed. This abandonment of the principles 
of true Democracy, this contemptuous dis- 
obedience of its traditions, and this deliber- 
ate violation of the law of its strength and 
vigor, were by a decree as inexorable as 
those of fate, followed by the inevitable 
punishment of stunning, staggering defeat. 

“The disaster of 1872, invited by similar 
mad adventure, was quickly followed by a 
return to the professions and practices of 
sane Democracy. But the extent and per- 
sistency of our wanderings in 1896 is illus- 
trated in a most astounding way by the 
command, issued on the day of our rout and 
discomfiture, that a second battle should be 
fought on the same field, with the same false 

ar cries and the same leadership that had 

rought us to the surrounding gloom of de- 
feat. 


Again he says: Thus in 1900 the lesson 
of 1896 was contemptuously rejected, and 
every hope of Democratic success was will- 
fully cast aside. Again our long-suffering 
rank and file, whose loyalty and obedience 
deserved better things, were sacrificed in a 
cause theirs only in name; and again it was 
demonstrated, but more clearly than ever 
before, that the only forces that can win 
Democratic success are adherence to recog- 
nized Democratic principles and reliance 
upon Democratic councils and leadership. 

“Why should we not return to these and 
in their name again achieve victories no 
less glorious and renowned than were ours 
in the days of courageous advocacy of our 
time-honored faith? Are our principles so 
shopworn or antiquated as to require reno- 
vation, or their displacement by others more 
fashionable? There is not an honest Demo- 
crat in this broad land that will concede 
these things, nor is there one who would not 
hail the proclamation of the old faith with 
that fightMg enthusiasm that foretokens 
Democratic triumph. As new conditions 
arise, our principles must be applied to them; 
but in the creed that has guided us through 
a century of party existence we shall find 
the key to every such application; nor shall 
we need the lexicon of Populism to aid us in 
interpreting this creed.“ 

Mr. Cleveland touches, in turn, on free 
‘silver and the federal courts, and believes 
that true Democrats are against condemning 
“the general government for protecting 
itself in the exercise of its functions against 
violent obstruction within a State.“ 

Further on he declares: “I belleve no 
Democrat will have the hardihood to deny 
that we have fought our last two campaigns 
in alliance with undemocratic forces, and 
that this alliance was immensely costly in 
defeat: Is there not good reason to suppose 
that even in success such an alliance would 
have proved unprofitable and dangerous?“ 

He preaches the return of Democracy toits 
old faith, saying: 

“Sincere Democrats of every condition 
and in every part of the land realize that 
the situation of the party needs repair. Re- 
organization is not necessary, but a return 
from our wandering is absolutely essential. 
Let us be frank with ourselves and candidly 
acknowledge the futility of attempting to 
gain Democratic victories except in the 
Democratic cause and through Democratic 
methods. Reorganization is worse than 
useless, and the arrogation of superior party 
virtue will breed only mischief. This is a 
time for sober thought, tolerant language. 
and fraternal counsels. We are dealing 
with the condition of a party that cannot be 
destroyed by external foes; and since its 
ruin can be wrought only from within, it 
should be imperishable. Above all things, 
there should be a manly renunciation and 
avoidance of undue sectional control. 
Democracy will not operate efficiently on 
sectional lines. - 

There is much for us to do; and the future 
is full of Democratic duty and opportunity. 
Our fighting forces will respond listlessly and 
falteringly if summoned to a third defeat in 
a strange cause; but if they hear the rallying 
call of true Democracy they will gather for 
battle with old-time Democratic enthusiasm 
and courage. 

“If I should attempt to epitomize what I 
have written, by suggesting a plan for the re- 
habilitation and restoration of true Democ- 
racy, I should embody it in these words: 

*** Give the rank and file a chance.)“

On the appointed morning 
Mark and his second, Steve Gillis, a dead 
shot, were early on the scene. Gillis was 
trying the revolver, and finally fired at a 
robin, fully fifty feet distant His bullet 
took the bird’s head off, and he went forward 
to pick up the body, after handing the re- 
volver to Mark Twain. Just as Gillis picked 
up the decapitated bird Judge Baldwin and 
his party came over the top of a little hill 
and saw him. They looked first at Gillis 
holding the headless bird and then at Twain 
holding the smoking pistol. 
„That was a good shot,” said one of Bald- 
win's seconds. 

„Tes, answered Gillis; “ Iedoubt if there 
is as good a shot in the country as Mark.“ 

Immediately Baldwin’s seconds proposed 
a compromise. An apology from Judge Bald- 
win was promptly accepted.

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WORKING 70 ABATE SMOKE 


NEW DEPARTMENT SUCCEEDING 
IN CLEVELAND, o. 


C. H. Benjamin, Supervising Engineer, 
Explains Methods Followed by His 
Bureau in Checking Nuisance— 
Policy Is to Convince Steam Users of 
Their Duty as Citizens—Coercion or 
Intimidation Not Attempted — Of- 
fending Chimneys Classified. 


C. H. Benjamin, supervising engineer of 
the City of Cleveland, O., has written a. 
letter to Tun TRIBUN®E explaining the work- 
ings of the department, of which he his 
charge. The department was but recently 
established by special legislation, but its 
methods already have achieved, according 
to Mr. Benjamin, results of a most satisfac- 
tory character. | 

The new department is wholly occupied 
with the work of abating the smoke nuis- 
ance. A classification is being made of all 
the steam users in the city, which includes 
the number of boilers and chimneys used by 
each. Observations are made of the chim- 
neys, from which the average condition of 
each is ascertained, and the proprietors are 
then notified whether their chimneys are 
objectionable. 

Mr. Benjamin states that the policy of 
his department has been to endeavor to con- 
vince the offenders that it is practicable to 
prevent smoke, that the effort is always in 
the interests of economy, and that it is the 
duty of a law-abiding citizen to abate the 
nuisance for the good of the community. 
As a result of this policy the business sec- 
tion of Cleveland is comparatively free from 
smoke, only one-fourth of the 200 chimneys 
in that section being decidedly objection- 
able. 

The department is being greatly assisted 
by the codperation of the business organiza- 
tions and improvement associations of Cleve- 
land with the city authorities, while the 
railroads are showing a desire to facilitate 
the movement for clearing the atmosphere. 
Mr. Benjamin writes as follows of the 
workings of his departments | 


Established by Statute. 


“The new department of smoke abate- 
ment in the City of Cleveland was estab- 
lished on July 3, 1900, in accordance with the 
law passed by the Ohio Legislature at its 
last session. This law specifies penalties for 
owners and lessees of buildings who fail to 
properly equip their boilers, and also pen- 
alties for engineers and firemen who fail to 
use them properly when thus equipped. The 
law also provides for the appointment by the 
Mayor of a éupervising engineer, who in 
turn may appoint three assistant engineers 
and a clerk. | | 

I had the honor to be appointed by Mayor 
John H. Farley to the first named position, 
and entered upon my duties last July. The 
office staff at present consists of one assist- 
ant engineer and a clerk. Heretofore the 
method of procedure under the city or- 
dinance has been to single out one or more 
offenders, give them suitable notice as to 
smoke abatement, and if this was not at- 
tended to to arrest them and try them in 
police court. This method of proceeding 
naturally created much hard feeling, and 
aroused considerable antagonism without 
accomplishing any noticeable results. The 
proceedings in court were delayed and con- 
tinued almost ‘indefinitely, and in a few in- 
stances when conviction was obtained the 
penalty was entirely inadequate. The mat- 
ter of smoke abatement has received but 
scant attention, sinte it came entirely under 
the jurisdiction of the Health department 
which had too many other duties to give time 


forthis. . 
Classifies Steam Users. 

The present department gives all its time 
do this work and has already made consid- 
srable progress. A complete list is being 
made of all the steam users in the city, the 
number of boilers and chimneys used by each, 
and number of stokers or smokeless fur- 
naces, if there are any such. This list is put 
n card index form, there being two indexes 


Number of 
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these lists is obtained by actual visitation 
of each plant, and copies of the law are post- 
ed in each engine-room as fast as visited, 
another copy being mailed to the proprietor. 
As fast as these establishments are visited 
they are classified in groups, so that the 
chimneys may all be observed from some 
central point; observations are then made 
from time time from these points of vantage, 
which are usually on the roof or in the upper 
story of some high building, and after twen- 
ty-five observations are made of each stack 
at five-minute intervals the results are aver- 
aged and posted to the list; by continuing this 
at regular intervals the average condition of 
each chimney is known up to date, and it cam 
be seen whether it is getting worse or better 
and how it compares with its neighbors. 
These averages are sent to each steam user 
in the district, so that each may see how 
his chimney compares with others. Asupple- 
mentary list is made of all the chimneys 
which are objectionable, and, either by let- 
ter or by personal interview, their owners 
are reached and argued with. 


No Attempt to Coerce. 


No attempt had been made thus far to 
coerce or intimidate in any way, but instead 
we have endeavored to show each man, first, 
that it was his duty to abate the smoke as a 
law-abiding citizen and as one who had an 
interest of the community at heart. Second, 
that it is entirely practicable to prevent 
smoke; and, third, that it would be economy 
for him to doso. Probably this latter argu- 
ment has been in most cases more con- 
vincing. It is substantiated by numerous 
letters which we have received from large 
owners and users of steam boilers who are 
employing mechanical stokers and furnaces 
from day to day and saving from 10 to 25 per 
cent of their fuel by so doing. Steady, well- 
directed efforts of this kind seem to be much 
more fruitful in result than any policy of 
coercion has been heretofore. 

“The most of the men we visit receive us 
courteously and listen to what we have to 
say, and even if no immediate effect is dis- 
cernible, the argument is usually not with- 
out its ultimate results. The business sec- 
tion of Cleveland is even now comparatively 
free from smoke. Out of, I will say, 200 
chimneys in this section of the city, only 
about one-quarter are decidedly objection- 
able, and in some of these the amount of coal 
burned is so small that the smoke is hardly 
noticeable. Since the installation of the de- 
partment in July over ninety stokers and 
emokeless furnaces of various kinds have 
been either put in or contracted for, making 
a total of over 400 now in use, or about one- 
third of the total number of boilers listed. 


Business Organizations Co-operate. 

The Chamber of Commerce, the Builders’ 
Exchange, and other business organizationa 
and improvement associations in the city aro 
cobperating with the city authorities, and the 
prospects are now that this movement will 
rapidly gain headway and that each suc- 
ceeding year will show ea greater number of 
improvements made. 

The rallroads of the city have shown a 
disposition to help in this work as far as it is 
possible. Representative master mechanics, 
superintendents of motive power, traveling 
| engineers, etc., from the seven different 

lines operating in this city met together at 
this office and indicated the best methods of 
sinokeless firing on locomotives, and showed 
ia what way they would assist the city in this 
matter. A meeting of representative en- 
gineers and firemen was also held later and 
the matter presented to them in such a way 
tnat they could see what they were expécted 
to do. The various roads have posted rules 
with regard to smokeless firing and are giv- 
ing engineers and firemen instructions as to 
carrying them out. On two of the roads this 
system has already been in operation for over 
a month, and more than 60 per cent of the 
smoke has been avoided. 

This department win hereafter make regu- 
lar observations on the roads and report re- 
sults to the companies from time to time. It 
's hoped some time in the near future to take 
up the case of tugboats and other small craft 
on the river in the same way.“ |

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EX-PRESIDENT HARRISON EX- 
PLAINS ANN ARBOR SPEECH. — 


Declares That Lecture Was Not In- 
tended as a Legal Argument on the 
Status of New Possessions, but 
Merely as a Discussion of Views 
from a Popular Standpoint—Ampli- 
fies His Statements as to Differences 
Established by New Cases. | 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 19.—[Special.]—Ex- 
President Harrison is somewhat chagrined 
that such wide currency has been given to 
what purports to be a verbatim shorthand 
account of his speech at Ann Arbor, and from 
which numerous editorial comments have 
been written, upon the presmption that the 
report was accurate. 

* While I do not claim that my style 1s per- 
fect, I have never been accused of inco- 
herency, and most of the reports of my ad- 
dress were imperfect and even incoherent.”’ 
said General Harrison today. 

He authorized the following brief synopsis 
of the Ann Arbor lecture: 
It was, as he declared in the lecture, not in- 
ended to be.a legal argument on questions 
brought into discussion by the Porto Rican 
bill, but rather a popular discussion of some 
of the views that have been expressed in 
relation to our annexed territories. | 


Precedents Pointed Out. 


The lecturer declared that we had some- 
thing out of line with our historical prece- 
dents—not in the fact of expansion, but in the 
character of it. He said we had taken over 
peoples rather than lands, as heretofore. 
He held that the civilized inhabitants of the 
territories were citizens of the United States 
and that the revenue provisions of the con- 
stitution relating to taxation for federal pur- 
poses applied to the territories. 

The occaston for the recent departure from 
precedent was found, he said, especially in 
the character of the inhabitants of the Phfi- 
ippines. As to Porto Rico and Hawaii, there 
would probably have been no occasion for 
treating them otherwise than we have usu- 
ally done. The competition with our home 
products, and especially the freedom of the 
Filipinos to settle in the States, were causes 
of ‘alarm. These considerations, he said, 
might appropriately have had influence when 
the question of taking over the Philippines 
was before us, but it is now too late. 

He argued that the provisions of the Span- 
ish treaty and of all treaties were subject tc 
the constitution, and could not impair it. 
And if these islands became part of the 
United States in the sense of the constitu- 
tion their people became citizens, and the 
revenue clause, which was especially under 
discussion in the Porto Rican case, applied. 


Meaning of Constitution. 


He argued that the limitations in the con- 
stitution on the powers of Congress, whether 
expressed in the affirmative or negative 
form, applied to the exercise of that power in 
all places; that the object in the section re- 

ulring duties to be uniform throughout the 
United States (which was to prevent Con- 

s from establishing anywhere under the 
Surisdiction of the United States favored 
ports) would be thwarted if foreign goods 
might be admitted to Porto Rico free and 
thence into the United States free. 
He especially dwelt upon the liberty clauses 
of the constitution as necessarily applicable 
to all civilized people owing allegiance to the 
United States. |

FOR LAKE TRAFFIC ARE 
TO BE READY NEXT YEAR. 


New Company of Minnesota Capitalists 
Is Formed to Operate a Line of Ves- 
sels—Order Placed at Cleveland Be- 

lieved Forerunner of Large Contracts 


Minneapolis, Minn., Dec. 19.—Frank H. 
Peavey, the grain elevator owner and capi- 
talist, is organizing a steamship company to 
operate on the great lakes. He has associ- 
ated with him A. B. Wolvin of Duluth and 
other lake capitalists. 
Although the name of the company has not 
been decided upon, Mr. Peavey admitted that 
contracts were closed for the construction 
of four big freighters at Cleveland at a cost 
of 51.500.000. They will be as large as prac- 
ticable with the present stage of water in the 
lakes, and will be completed late next fall. 
They will run between Duluth and Buffalo 
and engage in the grain and ore carrying 
trade and in general freighting. 
Although those interested will make no ad- 
missions, it is understood that this contract 
is but the forerunner of others, and that the 
new company expects to become one of the 
largest operating on the lakes. 

The gross carrying capacity of each boat 
will be 6,600 tons. There are only two larger 
boats on the lakes.

FLAWS IN NEW LUNG GORE 


CHICAGO DOCTORS SAY DR. HOFY’S 
REMEDY IS WORTHLESS. 


Declare That the Consumption Treat- 
ment Announced by the Vienna 
| Physician Will Not Conquer Tuber- 
culosis and That It Might Even 
Work Harm to the Patient—Foreign 
Expert, Local Men Contend, Cannot 
Claim Originality for His Process. 


The consumption cure recently given to 
the medical world by Dr. Hoff, a physician 
of standing in Vienna, is pronounced by Chi- 
cago physicians as an almost worthless com- 
bination of drugs, with not even the element 
of originality to give it merit. 

In almost every case the Chicago special- 
ists declare that the combination of drugs 
recommended by Dr. Hoff would give no 
permanent relief to the consumptive, and 
some declared that it would be positively 
bermful. 

The formula which Dr. Hoff announces as 
the result of years of observation in the 
treatment of consumptives is as follows: 

Arsenic acid, one part; carbonate of potash, two 
parts; cinnamyllic acid, three parts; and dis- 
tilled water, five parts. Heat until a perfect solu- 
tion is obtained, then add twenty-fivé parts of 
cognac and three parts of watery extract of opium 
which has been dissolved in twenty-five parts of 
water and filtered. 

The patient is instructed to take six drops 
after dinner and supper, gradually increasing 
the dose to twenty-five drops. The duration 
of treatment, according to Dr. Hoff, depend- 
ing entirely on the condition of the patient. 
Mild cases are said to be cured in two months, 
but the more severe require a year or two. 
Dr. Hoff states that he has tried the formula 
om 200 patients, and that the success of the 
treatment has been marked. 

The remedies are not only practically 
useless, said Dr. E. Fletcher Ingals, but 
the combination is vicious.“ 

I should regard the combination as an 
ordinary one,“ said Dr. William E. Quine. 
In many cases it would be positively in- 
jurious.”’ 

A radical objection to this formula,“ sald 
Dr. Robert H. Babcock, is its use of opium, 
which in time destroys the appetite and de- 
ranges the digestive functions.“ 

It is perfect nonsense,” said Dr. Frank 
Billings, ‘‘ and I don’t think that the remedy 


would cure any one.“
